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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 16, there is lack of antecedent basis for the subject matter "the 
woven material". 

Claims 12-19 are vague and indefinite because the scope of the claim is not 
clear. Claim 1 1 recites a doll; however, its dependents, claims 12-19, recite a 
combination. It is not clear if the doll is recited in combination with an element or if 
claims 12-19 recite a doll. The examiner presumes that claims 12-19 recite a doll. 
Clarification of the scope of the claims is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Girrelli in view of Hidalgo. 
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Girrelli teaches most of the elements of the claimed invention including mesh 
coupled to the surface of the doll head (col. 3, lines 33-54) and the doll body coupled to 
the doll head by stitches that extend through the mesh (col. 4, par. 9; it should be noted 
that the stitches will extend through mesh 3B when sewn to the doll). However, Girrelli 
fails to teach a foam insert. Hidalgo teaches in the figures a doll having a head portion 
with foam insert (38) wherein the head portion is stitched to the doll's body (par. 0032). 
It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to incorporate foam as taught by Hidalgo in the head portion of 
Girrelli for the purpose of providing a used, worn out feel to the doll. Further it would 
have been considered a mere design choice to use polyurethane foam for the doll of 
Girrelli. It should be noted that claim 13 recite a product by process to a molded insert 
and claims 16-18 is a product by process to a the woven material heat bonded. 

Claims 11-15, 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Carey in view of Hidalgo. 

Carey teaches in the figures most of the elements of the claimed invention 
except for a foam insert. Hidalgo teaches in the figures a doll having a head portion 
with foam insert (38) wherein the head portion is stitched to the doll's body (par. 0032). 
It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to incorporate foam as taught by Hidalgo in the head portion of 
Carey for the purpose of providing a used, worn out feel to the doll.
